United States buprumu Uourt Says 
Their Lauds Can be Taxed. 


WASHlXGTON.April 20.—Justice Brown 


delivered an opinion in the Supreme 
Court to-day in the case of the Central 
Pacific Railway Company vs. the State 
of Nevada, involving the right of the 
State to tax lands of the railroad com- 
pany. The case came to the Supreme 
Court from the Nevada Supreme Court 
on a writ of error sued out by the rail- 
road company. The State Court held 
that the State was entitled to levy 


011 unpatented lands; also on 


lands not patented, but surveyed and 
on which the cost of surveying had not 
been paid. 
Justice Brown's opinion 


afflims this decision. 


Congressional. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.— With the 


thermometer standing at 80 degrees, 
less than twenty Senators were on the 
floor when the President pro tern, 
Fi ye, called the House to order. Dur- 
ing the morning hour the joint resolu- 
tion for tbn appointment of General 
Fraukhu, representative Steele, Gen- 
eral Bale and General Henderson as 
mombeis of the Board of Managers of 
the National Soldiera' 
Home 
was 


adopted without debate. 


Cannon introduced n bill for the 


construction near Washington of a 


round map of tho United States on a 
scale of an inch to the mile. 


Mitchell gave notice that on Wed- 


nesday he would ask to take up the 
bill to pension survivors of the Indian 
wars. 


Allison followed with a report of the 


Sundry Civil Appropriation bill and 
said that he would seek to take it up 
nt the earliest possible day. 


The Indian Appropriation bill was 


taken up on motion of 
Pettigrew. 


Pending a question relating to sectar- 
ian schools, Carter had offered an 
amendment striking out the provision 
that no appropriations be made to 
sectarian schools. 


Petfer made a further amendment 


dnecting the Secretary of the Interior 
to provide temporary schools for any 
Indian children 
tut off from school 


facilities by the closing of bectarian 
schools. 
This 
amendment 
«as 


adopted. 


Coddrell offered a substitute for the 


entire proposition. 
The 
suostitute 


provides for contracts with existing 
schools for 1897 to the extent of 50 per 
cent of the contracts of 1895. 
It adds 


the following: 


"And it is hereby declared to be the 


settled policy of the Government to 
make 110 appropriations whatever for 
the education of Indian children injany 
sectarian school ju&t as soon as it is 
possible foi provision to bo made for 
their education otherwise, and the Sec- 
retary of 
the Interior 
is 
hereby 


directed to make such provisions at 
the earliest practicable day not later 
than July 1, 1898." 


Further consideration of the sectar- 


ian school amendments was deferred 
owing to the absence of Carter: There 
was a sharp criticism on appropriating 
vaiious amounts to 130 lawyers in con- 
nection with a settlement with the 
Western Cherokee Indians, 


Chandler pointed out some peculiar 


features of the proposed payments. 
Brown declared that it wao not only a 
"fraudulent scheme but alao a palpa- 
ble &teal, clean 
and 
unvarnished." 


Palmer asked for an explanation of 
what he thought to be a "palpable 
fraud on the face." Gray expressed a 
wish to learn the method of an iving at 
the value of a lobbyist's services. 
Platt said that tha lawyei refeiredto 
as a lobbyist, Peabody, never lobbied a 
day but performed legitimate legal 
services. 


For the first time this session Speaker 


Iteed was lato in arriving at tho Capitol. 
Clerk McDowell called tbe House to 
order and announced that a Speaker 
pro tern was to be elected. Hull was 
unanimously elected. 
He had been 


seated but a few minutes when Eeed 
appeared and, amid much laughter, 
said: "The House will be in order." 


Although this was suspension day, 


under the rules, Cannon, Chairman of 
tlie Committee on Appropriations, in- 
sisted on proceeding with the Geneial 
Deficiency bill. The House went into 
Committee of the Whole for its con- 
&ideratioD. This 19 the last of the 
regular appropriation bills.
